“Guilty, in the manner and form 
in which you stand indicted,” were

H. Hildebrand, Biglerville, 
shortly 
after the Court convened this morn­ 
ing. 
The judge read from the sea­ 
led verdict which had been handed 
him Wednesday evening by the jury. 
After two full days of argument 
and cross-examination, the defense 
closed ita case with a plea that Har­ 
old Uhler should not be convicted 
of the charge against him. The con­ 
clusion of hearing the evidence took 
plate about 4 o’clock, Wednesday af­ 
ternoon. 
Following the address of 
the defense to the jury, the counsel 
for Dr. Hildebrand asked the jury 
to return a verdict of guilty against 
Uhler. 
Neither lawyer spoke over 
twenty minutes. 
The Court, through the President 
Judge, then instructed the jury as t 9 
the facts in the case and also told 
them the point of law involved. 
He 
also asked them to return a sealed 
verdict signed by each member 
of 
the jury since the Court would be 
adjourned 
before 
the verdict 
was 
rendered. 
The Court then adjourned 
to meet at 9 
o’clock this morning, 
when the judge read tjie verdict to 
the 
prisoner. 
Immediately, 
the 
counsel for Uhler asked for a new 
trial and the Court informed him that 
Ha woald be 
allowed 
five days in 
which to file hie motion.
